The reply filed on 1 1/16/07 is not fully responsive to the prior restriction requirement because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): while applicant has elected a unique species for W, applicant has not elected a unique species for all of the variable groups 
such as V. Specifying that a group contains a heteroatom does not uniquely define the compound. Further, the species is unclear 
because applicant has not specified if the compound is of formula la or lb. Applicant states that Z is formula Xc and that 'a' is 3, 
however Xc (page 15 of specification) does not have an 'a' variable. The variable X is unclear since it is not readily apparent how the 
residues are arranged and how the residues are attached to the compound. Applicant is to elect a single species such that all the 
variable groups are uniquely defined and the arrangement of the variables is clear. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY
